terceſions, for GOD's Help and Mercy, according to the State 
and Circumſtances of the Caſe. Pray for the Peace of Jeruſalem. 
It is the Duty of a People indeed to pray to GOD at all 
Times and with all Prayer; but eſpecially at ſuch a Time, and 
upon ſuch ſolemn Occaſions, to implore of an almighty and 
moſt merciful GOD the Beſtowment of the Bleſſings they 
need, and to continue and confirm and increaſe thoſe they en- 
Joy, in the Nation to which they belong, and on whom they 
depend, as well as upon themſelves. 

To illuſtrate this Point, let me hint the following Thing ws: 

That tis what GOD expects and requires of his People, and 
'F is indiſpenſably incumbent. upon them. So he does in the 
Text and Context, where it is enjoin'd upon his profeſſing Peo- 


pole; and where alſo he has given a Spetimen of the Matter of 


the Prayer, or of the Petitions they ſhould aſk for at ſuch a 
N one Heart and Voice. Pray far the Peace of Je- 

Peace be witbin 9 Walls, and Proſperity within thy 
5 -9vy It is a Duty of natural Religion as well as of reveal'd ; 
and fo is incumbent on his People, as they are Men, and as they 
are Chriſtians. Jonah 2. 5. &c. 1 Tim. 2. 1. &c. 

And it is their Duty as they are Members of the ſame Body 
and embark'd in the ſame Bottom, conſider d both in a politi- 
cal and religious Reſpect (of which Mention is made in the 
preceeding Context) and fo ſhould naturally care for them, 
and earneſtly deſire their Welfare and Happineſs ; and ſhould 
alſo have a Fellow-feeling with them in their Miſeries, Oppreſ- 
ſions and Dangers, and bear a tender Affection, and compaſſi- 
anate Regard unto them. And in this Way che leaſt and loweſt 
of the Members, may be helpful to the more honourable, and 
even unto the Head it ſelf.

for GOD's ancient People; and for their Prof RM de 
Civil and Religious Intereſts; and rather than d be 
deſtroyed, even wiſhes that bis Name may be blotred out of their 
Records, Exod. 32. 31, 32. So Eli was heartily ſolicitous for 
the Ark of GOD ina Time of Danger, which was the ſingular 
Glory and Defence of his People, -and when he heard it was 
taken, and his Prayers for it's bree were not anſwered, 
was overwhelm'd with Grief, and inſtantly died. You may 
read the tragical Story, 1 Sam. 4. 18. David alſo was frequent 
in his Prayers to GOD for his Favour to his People ; as appears 
not only in my Text and Context, but alſo in many other 
Places, where he diſcovers his public and compaſſiqnate Spirit:

Moreover, It is their Duty, as it will tend 10 tbeir own Ad- 


f vantage and Happineſs. In the Peace of Jeruſalem, their Peace 


is contained bound up. And the Bleflings they aſk for

them ſhall deſcend upon themſelves, and return plentifully into 


their own Boſoms. They ſhall ſhare with them in the Good 
_ aſked for. GOD will remember them, with the Favour that be 
Bears unto his People: and pifit. them with his Salvation. That 
_they may ſee the Good of his Choſen, that they may reoyce in the 
'Glagneſs of his Nation, and that they may glory with his Inheri- 
tance, Pal. 106. 4, 5. | 
In a Word, It is their Duty, as it will be for the Glory of 
GOD and for the Honour of His Religion, that they make a 
Profeſſion of. So it will be, when he hears their Prayers from his 
holy Heaven, accepts their Offerings, and ſhews himſelf ftrong 
his People, by affording them that Mercy, 
and granting them that Salvation, which they earneſtly called 
upon him for. By ſo doing he will get to himſelf a great Name. 
wever, they will bring to GOD a Revenue of Glory, by 
adoring his Being and Perfections, by acknowledging his Provi- 
dence, and expteſſing their Dependance upon him, and praying 
unto him in ſuch a Way and Manner, as he expects and requires 
of them. Pſal. 50. 23. And this declarative Glory, is what 
GOD's People are oblig'd to do their utmoſt to advance at all 
Times; that in all Things be may be glorified in and by them.

If you aſk how it is to be perform'd? I anſwer in general, 
as to the Matter of it, that they ſhould pray that Peace may be 
within their Walls, and Proſperity within their Palaces.

That they ſhould firft of all make Supplications, Prayers, In- 
terceſſions and giving of . Thanks for all Men. For Kings, and 
for all that are in Authority, that they may lead a quiet and peace- 
able Life in all Godlineſs and Honeſty. For this is good and ac- 
ceptable in the Sight of GOD our Saviour, 1 Tim. 2. 1. &c. 
Chriſtians were oblig' d to do ſo when thoſe that reigned over 


f cularly, Py 


them wege Heathen and Infidels, and with an bor much 
more ſhould they do ſo, when their Princes are Chriſtian, and 


Proteſtant ones too. Prayers ſhould be continually made for 


them, and eſpecially in an evil Time, that Kings may be Nur- 


Jing Fathers, and Queens may be Nur ing Mothers, to GOQD's 
Church and People. That their Royal Perſons may be preſerv- 
ed, and their righteous Government proſper'd, and that in their 
Days there may be Abundance of Peace. | 

But then Prayers ſhould” be made for all Men, for all the 
People at ſuch a Time, that they may be peck to thoſe that 
are in Authority, in all lawful Things; that they may fear 
GOD and Honour their Rulers ; and not medale with thoſe that 
are giuen unto Change, Prov. 24. 21. But that they may be loyal 
and dutiful Subjects; who being deliver'd from Bondage, may 
not join with thoſe, that would make to. themſelyes a Captain, 


and return again to Egypt, A moſt unlawful and wicked 


Confederacy indeed 

And for both, Prayers ſhould be made that they may enjoy 
Peace ; both Civil and Religious. A IT 
They ſhould pray that there may be Civil Peace in the Na- 
tion. That there may be Peace in the Palaces, and in the 
Courts of Judgment and Juſtice, and in all the Adminiſtrations 
of it; and that all their Officers may be Peace, and their Exacters 
Righteouſneſs, according to the Prayer made for Solomon, Pal. 
72. 1. &c. Give the King thy Judgments, O GOD, and thy Righ- 
teouſneſs unto the Kings Son; be ſhall judge thy People with 


Righteouſneſs, and thy Poor with Fudgment. The Mountains ſhall 


bring Peace to the People, and the litile Hills by Righteouſneſs. 
And they ſhould pray, that they may be undiſturbed in their 
Palaces ; and that theirwiſe Counſels and righteous Judgments 
may be proſper d. And they ſhould pray alſo that there may 
be Civil Peace and Quietneſs among the People. That they may

But then they ſhould pray, that there may be Religious Peace, 
Unity, and good Agreement, in the Ways of GOD, keeping 
#be Unity of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace. Particrlarly, that 
the People of GOD may enjoy their religious Liberties and 
Privileges, 'which are their moſt precious and defirable Things, 


and that in the Purity and Power of them. That the Church 
may have Reſt and be edified, being free from all cruel Enemies 


and Oppreſſors; and that none may be ſuffered to riſe up to 
diſtreſs and deſpoil her of her Glory. But if this Evil be per- 
mitted by GOD, they ſhould be inſtant and earneſt in their 
Prayers to him for his Pity and ſparing Mercy ; that he would 


ſhorten the Days of Tribulation for his Elefts Sate; that the Rod 


of the Wicked may not always reft on the Lot of the Righteous, left 
the Spirit fail before GOD, and the Souls which be has made; 
or leſt the Temptation be too ſtrong for them, and they put forth 
their Hands unto Iniquity. And alſo, that he would redeem I, 
rael out of all bis Troubles; and turn their Captivity as the Streams 


ef the South. And they ſhould give GOD no Reft till be has made 


Jeruſalem a quiet Habitation; and a Praiſe and Glory to himſelf. 

In ſhort, they ſhould pray, that they may 7 5 Peace in 
all Reſpets; Peace at Home, Peace Abroad, Peace in the 
Church, and Peace in the State; and that all may ſtudy the 


Things that make for Peace, and whereby they may edify and 


comfort and Strengthen one another; and that tbe Work of 
Righteouſneſs among them may be Peace; and the Effect af

And Theſe are ſome of the Things, a People ſhould ſeek for, 
when they pray for the Peace of Feruſalem, But then to this I 
add, that if they would have their Prayers anſwered and crown'd 


with Succeſs, ſpecial Regard muſt be had unto the Manner in 


which they are offer d up to GOD, who cannot be deceived, 
and will not be mocked, by lifeleſs, formal and hypocritical 


"Prayers. 


Here then let me-hint the following Things briefly. 
That the Prayers of GOD's People muſt be offered up with 
Reverence and 80 Fear : under an awful Senſe and Appre-
